SANITARY WORK 
OF PROVINCE {i 
MOST EFFECTIVE 


Public Health 1 Act Being Rigidly 
Enforced by Government 
Department 


LOCAL RESPONSIBILITY 


District Boards Must Not Relax 
Supervision, Says the Min- 
ister of Health 


A special report from the provincial san- 
Itary engineer with reference to the work 
of the provincial sanitary inspectors, cal- 
led by the minister, shows that the in- 
spectors, during the year that is now 
about closed, begun their work by report- 
{ng to the provincial board of health as 
to the sunitary conditions existing tn pub- 
lic heuses, eating houses, creameries, 
schools, outdoor premises, etc, throughout 
the province, 

Copics of thelr reports were sent to the 
local boards of health of the various dis- 
tricts with instructions to take action. 
where necessary, 

Later, {n the year, as the result of spee- 
ial orders by the minister of health, in- 
spectors began what might he enlled fol- 
low-up work, with the result that up to 
the present date forty-three prosecutions 
have taken place against owners of public 
houses, eating houses, etc., for not keep- 
ing thelr premises in a clean sanitary con- 
dition, Forty-three convictions were ob- 
tained, In forty-une of which the fines 
and costs were paid, in two cases the con- 
victions, on technical grounds, were 
quashed, 

Urge Lecal Alertnens. 

The minister states that while the prov- 
ince has gone to the somewhat unusual 
expense of maintaining and paying the 
salaries and expenses of the provincial tn- 
spectors that local boards of health should 
not take this as an indication that they 
should relax their energies in maintaining 
cleanly conditions within thelr respective 


municipalities. 
They are continuonsty on the ground 
and the Inw very properly constitutes 


them execntlye health authorities of the 
province, and that they have certain very 
definite responsibilities and duties to 
perform in the matter of carrying out the 
provistons of the public health act. and the 
repulations thereunder, and that ff they 
do not intend to perform these duties they 
should not take office. 

It appears there are quite heavy pennl- 
ties provided for under the public health 
net for members of locnl boards of health 
who neglect to perfagm their duties. 

The minister however, says that the re- 
norts of sanitary inapectors showed that 
abont 9 per cent. of the local boards of 
health were doing excellent work through- 
ont the province, and that the provinctal 
inapectors were, therefore, able to report 
favorably as to the general sanitary con- 
ditions of the great mafority of the munt- 
cipalities in the province,

Christmas with the world—the 
western world—at peace is a new 
experience. For five long drawn- 
out and terrible years Christmas 
morning dawned on a world of 
blood and strife. At four of these 
times the outlook was for defeat, 
not victory, for the free civiliza- 
tion of the west, And when vic- 
tory had been achieved, Christmas 
morning of 1918 saw a_ scourge 
more terrible than war itself devas- 
tating the earth. Four years of 
war had cost Canada sixty thou- 
sand lives. It is more than likely 
that four months of “flu cost as 
many; and as in the case of the 
war the victories of ‘flu were taken 
from the very heart of the working 
force of the world: The rage of 
man can be fought. But who can 
withstand the hand of God! 

The scourge has passed. Treaties 
have been agreed to by the war 
weary nations. And now at last 
we have Christmas with the lately 
warring world at peace, Our 
country bears deeply the wounds 
of war but they are protrdly borne ; 


Amd time the healer is at work: Our 


armies have been disbanded, The 
soldiers who went out from among 
us—those that in mercy have been 
spared—are at home again. Re- 
leased from the war of destruction 
and death, they have now enlisted 
for the war of construction and 
life, The stout hearts and. the 
strong hands and the high ambi- 
tions that wrote the name of Can- 
ada so brilliantly on the battle 
fields of France and Flanders are 
here in Canada again to do here as 
they did there—give the best that 
is in them for the cause and honor 
of their country, They were citi- 
vens before they were soldiers. 
They were good citizens, They 
were good soldiers, They are citi- 
zens again. . They number nearly 
half a million out of a total ef- 
ficient male population of less 
than three millions’ They were in} 
large part the virile, aggressive 
spirit and strength of our nation 
before they went to war, We felt 
the loss of their energies, and ef- 
forts and ambitions while they 
were away. They were the na- 
tion’s right arm in peace; as they 
were in war. By their absence the 
country was shorn of its strength. 
Now that they are back, so much 
of that strength is restored; and 
has become available for the con- 
structive enterprise that has await- 
ed the advent of peace: 

The world at war claimed heroic 
effort and stupendous sacrifices. 
Now that we have a world at peace 
we find that there must still be 
work and sacrifice The hysteria 
of war, under which miracles of 
effort, endurance and courage were 
possible, has passed, In the conse- 
quent re-action there is danger; 
imminent and pressing. Danger 
that what was so dearly won may 
he cheaply lost. The war was the 
supreme test of national as of in- 
dividual courage and self-sacrifice, | 
Our nation and our army in the 
field stood the test of battle. We 
may confidently hope that the! 
same nation and the same army 
now at home will stand the test of 
peace. Loyalty and courage and 
disciplined initiative are the vir-| 
tues of the Canadian people: These 
are the virtues with which Canada 
won her share of the war, They 
were not left or lost on the battle | 
field) It is not too much to hope, 
these virtues so gloriously mani-; 
fested and developed in the cause 
of world liberty in Europe will 
now be applied with increased fer- 
vor and equal success to the prob- 
lems which concern the welfare 
and progress of Canada. | 

The losses of the war have been} 
stupendous, But they are the} 
price of victory, not the cost of de- 
feat- And so they can be met with 
a good heart. They were not suf- 
f-id in the effort to create a new 
world: They were suffered to pre-

vent a new world from being cre- 
ated—to prevent the establishment 
of a world-dominating militarist 


tyranny; and the overthrow of | 


the free civilization that it has 
taken a thousand years of blood 
and struggle to establish in west- 
ern Europe and America, We 
owed the fight we made to our 
fathers who had left us our heri- 
tage of liberty to be passed on to 
our children, 
our children that we should keep 
faithfully that trust. Having 
helped so greatly to save free civ- 
ilization from destruction, Canada 
wili rurely see that what was won 
by thew sacrifices of war is not lost 
through selfishness in peace. 

The losses of war can never be 
replaced: The men who died will 
not come back. It is the law of 
nature that there shall be death; 
but it is also the law of nature 
that life succeeds life’ The gener- 
ation of today has lost the men who 
lie ‘‘in Flanders’ fields.’’ Their 
loyalty, their courage, their initia- 
tive and resource are buried with 
them. But the generation now 
growing up in Canada, because of 
their sacrifice has a point of view, 
a tradition, an inspiration that the 
generation who fought the war did 
not have—could not have. It is 
only by achievement and sacrifice 
that such tradition can be created, 
such inspiration given, Canada 
was little known and her people 
held in light regard in world af- 
fairs on August 4th, 1914. Today 
her name is heard with respect 
throughout the civilized world. 
The Canada of Christmas, 1919, 
stands on a vastly deeper founda- 
tion, has a broader outlook, and 
means more in the make-up of the 
world than did the Canada of 1914 
| We are held in honor in other 
| lands because of our achievements, 
but it is because of our sacrifices 
that we honor ourselves, Because 
of these sacrifices generations to 
|ecome will be proud to call them- 


and save their country in time of 
future stress as did those who died. 

On Christmas, 1914, we were 
entering the valley of the shadow. 
On Christmas, 1919, we have em- 
erged from it victorious. The 
war is behind us with its glory and 
its sacrifice: Peace is before us 
with its duties and opportunities. 
Action and ambition for the com- 
mon good are now the watchword: 
The times are again such that we 
can wish everyone a Merry Christ- 
mas, and a Happy New Year.

1919, and it is declared Italy will’ never 
accept any! other solution. Fiume will 
receive financial assistance, so that it may

port. 


During the transiitional period it Is said 
the Italian government will not exercise 
Its sovereign righta over Fiume, the in- 
dependence of which shall in no way be 
diminished or violated. The government 
will not accept any solution tending to 
separate Fiume and the surronnding 
territory from the mother conntry, and 
meanwhile will occupy and guarantee the 
integrity of Iiume and its territory with 
regular troops, which will be exclusively 
of Italian nationality. The rights of the 
local militia, which the city of Finme has 
established, will be respected.

FIGHT YEARS TO |

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Ravages Inflicted by the al 
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mans Will Take a Long Time 
to Overcome 


Valenciennes, France, Dec. 24. -— 
(A.P.)—France'g steel and iron in- 
dustry, virtually cut in half by the 
war ravages, is faced by what engi- 
| neers estimate to be an eight to ten 
year task of reoonstruction.

Engineemng experts, however, say 
the country’s steel and iron produc- 
tion may be much quickened by min- 
eral mining and metal treating planis 
of Lorraine, returned to France under

|The seriousness of the loss to the 
industry by war, nevertheless is 
heightened by the great necessity for 
metal construction throughout  lib- 
erated districts and the dependence 
of nearly 150,000 inhabitants of these 
regiong on the blast furnaces and 
metal mills for a Mving.
